Of course there is a brighter side to 


lio picture, for whatever one person lo«s 
n a stock trnnsnctiun some other person is 
itire to gain; but tho above will sorve as an

In the cnsc of the purchaser of "puts," 


''calls," or "straddles," there is an ingenious

"call* buys tho privilege of purchasing or 
"cftlliug"* for, from the seller, n certain num- 
ber of shares of a certain stock,nt a specified 
price, at any time within a certain specified 
period, and the .seller of tho "call" contracts 
thereby to buy tho said stock at the said 
prico, if reimired, within tho said period. 


Tho purclmser of a "put" purchases the 


privilege of soiling or "putting" to the seller 
a certain number of shares of a certain stock, 
at a certain price, at any time withiu a 
certain specified period, 
mid tho seller 


pledges himself to buy the paid stock upon 
the terms specified. 


A "straddle" or ft "double privilege" gives 


the purchaser tho right to either buy or sell 
the stock, according to tho terms specified 
in the contract. 


For n simple "put" or "call" upon one 


hundred shares of any stock for thirty days 
the prico is generally one hundred dollars; 
for a ''.straddle,'1 or a "put" nnd "call" com- 
bined, tho price ranges from $250 to Si.10 
or tho same length of time.
